To the tune of a Shofar (rams 
horn) and Chassidic melodies the 
enthusiastic crowd shouted slo- 
gans urging the repeal of wom- 
en’s draft law and listened to 
speeches by their leaders from 
atop a truck standing in front of 
the consulate. 

- DEFEND TORAH 

In an exclusive interview with 
Rabbi Yoel Teitelbaum, the Sat- 
mar Rebbe, who is one of the top 
leaders of the picketing Ultra 
Orthodox group, the Post was 
told that “we demonstrate against 
laws which are against the Tor-| 
ah.” The Rabbi said his group 
called for the repeal of the wom- 
en’s draft law, not merely the ex- 
emption of Orthodox girls. 

He said the picketers had not 
asked to see Consul Avraham 
Harman because the Israeli rep- 
resentative had refused an audi- 
ence to a group of women who 
picketed the consulate several 
weeks ago (JP, Jan. 29, ’54). 
The speakers at the demon- 
stration, delayed at first by lack 
of an American flag, soon pro- 
duced one and coupled it with a

AGUDAH IN SYMPATHY 

Michael Tress, executive presi- 
dent of Agudath Israel of Amer- 
ica who participated in the dem- 
onstration, said Agudah was in 
“full sympathy” and was present 
heart and soul at the demonstra- 
tion. 

After two hours of speeches 
and picketing when the leader- 
ship of the demonsStration tried 
to disperse the crowd the pick- 
ets got out of hand and had to 
be dispersed gently but firmly by 
a platoon of “New York’s finest.” 
The crowds, singing and jumping, 
shouted “Hitler!” and “Nazis!” 
at the windows of the consulate, 
and danced into the police trying 
to rout them.

WARSAW —A Yiddish diary, 
containing a full description of 
life in the Auschwitz death camp 
up to Nov. 26, 1944, has been un- 
earthed by workers at the camp, 
kept as a National Museum of 
Marynology. * ee 

The diary, now in Warsaw, is 
said to contain descriptions of 
Nazi torture inflicted on Jewish 
inmates, as well as names of the 
torturers and many of their vic- 
tims. 

According to the Jewish Chron- 
icle of London, the diary is the 
first in Yiddish to be unearthed at 
Auschwitz, but certain notes in it 
are said to indicate that other 
diaries kept by Jewish victims 
are still hidden in the camp 
grounds.

origin of my family name Metchik. Our family originated 

from Brest Litowsk.—RAYNA METCHIK, Far Rockaway, L. L, 
Nit. 

METCHIK (originally spelled Mieczyk) is a Polish world 
meaning Gladiolus (the flower). As a Jewish family name it is 
of geographical origin. There is a small locality of that name 
near Lomza, Poland, where your family must have originated. 
In 1804 when your ancestor chose this name your family no 
longer resided in Mieczyk. The locality was named after the 
flower and the literal meaning of the word is “Little Sword” 
which the flower resembles. 


EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Please tell me the origin of my name 

as I find more Christians than Jews have this name. My 

father was born in Stary Konstantyn near Proskurow in the 
Ukraine.—SOL KLINGER, Glendale, N. Y. 


KLINGER is a trade name. When born by a Jewish family 
it denotes a junk dealer. When borne by a non-Jew it refers 
to a knife-smith. The Jewish Klinger is an echo of ‘“Klunker” a 
dealer in junk. The non-Jewish Klinger is an abbreviation of 
Klingen-Schmied, a forger of (knife) blades. The Jewish name 
is obsolete German. Unless your ancestors immigrated into the 
Ukraina from the west—it is puzzling that they would know 
German so well. Except that they may have copied the name 
from somebody else—favoring its sound.

understand more about recognizing psychological 
problems in children, 

One’s first impulse is to regard a youngster as a 
problem child if his behavior is disturbing to the 
adults who are‘handling him in the home, school, or 
community. The less he conforms to the adult’s 
standards, the more of a problem child he is con- 
sidered. ’ 

HOW DISTURBING A CHILD IS, however, is not 
necessarily evidence of how poorly or well he is ad- 
justed psychlogically. He may be disturbing because 
the adults do not recognize what is normal for a 
child in his phase of development, or because the 
adults are not exercising the sort of controls which 
are needed in a particular situation. 

On the other hand, some of the most seriously 
maladjusted children—some with severe emotional 
problems which require expert professional treat- 
ment—are quite conforming. They may actually be 
less disturbing in the classroom or at home than the 
average child. 


The best criterion for recognizing a psychological 
problem child is the degree to which he differs from 
the other children in his group. All children, of 
course, differ from one another, but when the differ- 
ence is extreme it may signify an emotional prob 
lem which requires special attention, It does not 


matter whether the extreme difference is in the di- | 


rection of being more disturbing or less disturbing. 

WHAT ABOUT ARNOLD, then? A certain de- 
gree of mischievousness is fairly normal for nine- 
year-old boys. A teacher needs skill to keep normal 
youngsters under control, particularly in a Sunday 
School class. Parents need to be appropriately firm 


and consistent in training youngsters to conduct . 


themselves properly. Occasional lapses from good 
behavior are disturbing, but not too serious, 

But if Arnold’s mischief is quite different from 
that of his companions in frequency. or in its nature, 
then he may really be a problem child. In that case - 


_ firm discipline alone will not be effective and he will 


need some form of special treatment.

Jewish music is the often neglected, 
unsung composer. Upon his Solid efforts, 
born of counterpoint and harmony and de- 
livered in hope, rest the reputations of 
many cantors and musicians.

REPORT FROM THE OTHER COAST 


AGUDATH ISRAEL HAS REALIZED NEED 
FOR BETTER PUBLIC RELATIONS HERE 


By SHIMON WINCELBERG 
HE Agudath Israel, most uncompromising of Israel’s religious 
parties, has for so long been associated with newspaper stories 
of opposition and protest against the ruling parties in Israel’s gov. 
ernment, the average reader may well be un- 
aware of its more positive accomplishments. 

In an effort to fill this public-relations gap, 
two leading Agudah functionaries from Israel 
have recenily arrived for a visit of the United 
States. One of them, Knesset-member Rabbi 
Zalmon Ben-Yaakov (Yankelevitz) was formerly 
the director of the Agudah School system in 
Israel. The other, Rabbi Menachem Porush, is a 
distinguished Agudah leader and 7th-generation 
Jerusalemite, 

Specifically, their mission is to acquaint the 
American-Jewish public with the urgent im- 
portance of “Chinuch Atzmai,” an Agudah-sponsored system of “in- 
dependent” Torah schools, which, unlike the rest of Israel’s now: 
unified and State-operated school system, must raise 40% of its own 
budget. 


THE “CHINUCH ATZMAI” already encompasses over 200 
schools and kindergartens, with a total registration of 26,000 chi- 
dren, and a staff of over 1300 teachers who voluntarily rejected 
the security of a position with the Government schools. In order 
to maintain this project, parents and sympathizers must contribute 
over a million pounds a year. 

At a public meeting in Washington Heights, Rabbi Ben-Yaakov 
asserted that the readiness with which the parents of these 26,000 
children accepted the financial burden which would be placed upon 
them, was comparable to unquestioning faith with which the Jewish

people once accepted the Torah.’ 
RABBI BEN YAAKOV’S views 
emphasize his party’s apprecia- 
tion for the pioneers, religious 
and non-religious, who gave their 
energies, health and lives toward 
the reclamation and building of 
the land of Israel. This apprecia- 
tion, however, is tempered accord- 
ing to the midrashic comment, 
that the face of Moses was lik- 
ened to the sun, and that of Josh- 
ua to the moon. This he inter- 
preted to mean that, just as the 
moon can not do without the light 
of the sun, so the idealism of Is- 
rael’s builders “and fighters still 
needs the primary illumination of 
the Torah. 

Citing another example of the 
Agudist’s love for Israel, Rabbi 
Ben-Yaakov related how the Lutz- 
ker Rebbe, observing the religious 
fervor with which members of 
Poalei Agudat Yisrael were work- 
ing on the highway between 
Bnai Brak and _ Tel-Aviv, re- 
marked that back home he had 
witnessed such a feeling of dedi- 
cation only at the baking of 
“shmurah Matzos.” 

The veteran educator also ap- 
pears to disapprove of the ex- 








tremist tactics of the Neturai 
Karta, which he compared to the 
folly of trying to bandage an in- 
ternal wound with a band-aid, He 
felt that petty attacks against 
Sabbath violators were of no valk 


ue compared to the need for wide 
spread Torah education:

“Chinuch Atzmai,” the officers of 
Greater New York’s Agudah 
branches recently held a confer 
ence at which it was decided to 
tax each Agudah member a min 
imum of $36 a year for Torah 
education.

1EN in one of my recent 

editorials I mentioned Ja- 
cob Blaustein and Harris Perl- 
stein, heads of Jewish organiza- 
tions and at the same time heads 
of two great industrial empires, 
I got a_ surprising response 
from the readers.

Let's Play Fair 


EN Lessing Rosenwald and his 
American Council for Judaism chal- 
lenged the competence of Jewish organi- 
zations to give adice to the U. S. State De- 
partment on aid to the Arabs, he left him- 
self open to a number of challenges of his 
own action. 


The Council has itself not been shy in 
handing out advice to the State Depart- 
ment and other officials of the govern- 
ment, so we can assume that somewhere 
Mr. Rosenwald has shown a lapse in logic. 

But there is a more serious import to 
Mr. Rosenwald’s letter. 

Mr. Rosenwald declares that “it is a 
certainty that the memberships of most 
of the organizations for which these lead- 
ers presume to speak were not assembled 
on the basis of expertness in Middle East 
politics.” 

We might question the accuracy of 
this assertion, for very likely the U. S. 
Zionists know more about the politics in 


the Near East than practically any large 
segment of our population. 

The underlying meaning behind Mr. 
Rosenwald’s statement however is that 
only experts should advise the State De- 
partment. Or perhaps Mr. Rosenwald 
would have only experts vote in our elect- 
ions. 

Mr. Rosenwald’s letter was timed deli- 
berately. It was given to the press at the 
exact moment when the American Jewish 
Committee voiced its opposition to giving 
arms to any country which was not pre- 


pared to live at peace with its neighbors, 

Mr. Rosenwald must answer to the 
American Jewish community for the obvi- 
ously anti-Jewish import of his letter. In 
very clear terms, he labelled the Com- 
mittee as one of the “partisan, domestic 
blocs which have bedeviled American pok 
icy in the area in the past.” 


The New York Times combined Mr, 
Rosenwald’s protest and the Committee’s 
resolution into one news story. This was 
proper newspaper handling, and no doubt 
what Mr. Rosenwald wanted. 


There can be no doubt for any reason- 
able person but that Mr. Rosenwald was 
clearly impugning the loyalty of Jewish 
groups in the U.S. That this is a danger. 
ous game needs no elaboration here. The 
Jewish groups concede to Mr. Rosenwald 
the right to dissent, which means that 
they do not challenge his sincerity. Yet 
Mr. Rosenwald persists in questioning the 
honesty of the Jewish community. 

These are two different things. 

We can only assume since Mr. Rosen- 
wald has repeated this nefarious accus- 
ation against Jewish groups a number of 
time that he really believes it. 

This is serious. 

Mr. Rosenwald’s ideas on Israel may 
result in more harm for the United States 
than we would want to discuss, but no 


Jew has charged that he’ is therefore dis 


loyal to the United States. 
Can’t Mr. Rosenwald see the differ- 
ence?
